It that day shall come, it will be n brave 
Congress (hat can stand up against the 
wmnipotent demand uf the peoplo and 
sustain a selfish Executive. Tho ghost 
of enforced resumption banished from our 
sensitive business circles, but ono thing 
remains for Congress todo. It must al- 
vorce the currency question from the ca- 
prices of Presidents, Cabinets and Con- 
gress, and wisely cntrustitto the demands 
of legitimate trade, with every channel it 
takes lending gradually but ntendily to 
the specio atei dard; aud quickening our 
productive Industries to hasten, by logi- 
cal process» the equality of paper aud 
gold. The issue should be settled by the 
patriotism and atateamanabip of Congress, 
regardless of pattisna interests, for it 
would be a dearly bought victory for any 
party in the Presidential contest of next

Duty of Parents to Co-operate 
with the Teacher in the 
Work of Education.

Thouga the teacher is usually the 
most sensitive to this friction the 
lessening of it is to him only an 
increase of comfort, while to the 
parent it is a positive gain; if it be 
true of him, that his child's profit is 
It is, therefore, much more to 


the teacher, that yon should co-oper- 
ate heartily and systematically in the 
work of your child’s edncation. 

Your obligation to do thia resta on 
two principles which I will proceed 
to state and illustrate: 

Ist. You are the parties most in- 
terested in the success of the work. 
In fact it is your work. Tho teacher 
is only your assistant. Youare the 

arties primarily responsible for it. 
You are the master workmen. You 
have been told by the preceding 
speaker that the relation of parent to 
child is one of irresponsibility. This 
may be true in law but it is true in 
no other sense, and even in law if 
you are not responsible for him. You 
are under obligation to do the full 
duty of a parent by your child and 
that includes not only providing food 
andolothing and shelter for the body 
but also training for the mind. But 
waiving this responsibility there is a 
moral and religious obligation rost- 
‚ing upon you to see that your child is 
brought up to be an honest, virtuous 
and pious man.—Nature laid 
this obligation upon you and no 
law that man can enact can release 
you. God will call you to account 
for the manner in which you shall 

uit yourself of this trust.

J can conceive of no more humilia- 
ting position fora man to ocoupy 
than to stand condemned before his 
own child and nono the lesa is it so, 
when the condemnation is unspoken. 
To feel it is enough. To be conscious 
of deserving itis enough. 

o assert that the work of edu- 
cation ia primarily the duty of the 
State. I do not agree with them. 

The State is interested in it, doubt- 
loss just ns it is interested in every 
thing that makes citizens. But 

it is not interested as the parent in. 
It is not the party 2 oon · 
cerned. The child ongs to the 
parent ashe does not belong to the 

tate. He wasa child first aud a 
citizen afterwards. His citizenship 
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His sonship never 
bat relationship is fixed 
by the law of nature. The State can- 
not supersede the parent except by 
subverting that law, Whenever you 
base any system of public schools on 
the supposed right of the State to 
educate its citizens for its own 
purposes, in its own fashion 
and by its own agents in defiance 
or in disregard of the rights and feel- 
ings of tke parent, then [ am the en- 
emy of any suck m. 

Rather would I have my child grow 
ap without any school education at 

than T would have him receive 
such an education -as that whicli 
ancient Sparta gave to her’ citizens. 
As the helper or coadjutor of the pa 
rent in this work, 1 welcome the 
State—but as the superior of the pa- 
rent, I repudiate it. Let the State 
compell the unwilling parent, or aid 
the indigent one to do his duty to 
his child, and I am content. But let 
it go no further. Let it not intrude 
into the sacred precincts of the fams 
ily nor offer itself as a substitute for 
nature's own appoiated agency. 

I insist then. that the education of 
children is primarily obligatory upon 
parents, Ifao, the teacher is but 
the assistent of the parent, called in 
to do, under his direction and by his 
authority, so much of the work as he 
may be unable to do personally. 
Then has not that teacher a right to 
expect all the help and all the en- 
couragement the parent can give 1— 
Can the parent withhold this—or can 
he put hindrances in the way of 
the teacher without marring his own 
work—without standing in his 
own light? What master or 
employer is foolish enough to déliberate- 

ly hinder his servants or employees iu 
cheir service ? Do we not all see that 
to do this is to labor fór his own loss? 
And when the parent gives this help 
and encouragemont who ia more profited 
than he himself? The work goes on all 
the better for it. The children are bet- 
ter taught for it, and in the children's 
improvement the wise parent finds his 
profit for making the work easy aud 
pleasant to his faithful sorvant—the 
teacher, 

Qnd. The parent is himself a 
teacher. He is so by the same law 
that made him a parent, He is the 
teacher of his own children, appoint- 
ed to beso by God himself. The 
family was the school 
that ever was orfanized--and 
the one that shall exist to the end of 
time. No improvements in oduoa- 
tion or educational machinery will 
ever supersede it. This educational 
feature was one of the purposes for 
which this family institution was do- 
vised. In this family school the 
father and mother are the divinely 
appointed teachers. This appeal 
ment they cannot refuse. The duty 
it lays 1 them they cannot evade. 
From the responsibility it entails 
they cannot escape; neither their ig- 
norance nor their incompetency, nor 
their recusancy frees them from the 
obligation of that office. And they 
are good teachers, tho best of all 
teachers, even when they know it 
not, and when they care not to be so 
—good in the sense of teaching les- 
sons that are never forgotten.— 
Would that I could say good—in the 
sefise of aoa only such lessons 
as aro worthy of being remembered. 
Into this school all men are born, or 
ought to be, and those who are born 
into the world without being born 
into alawful family, not only come 
into the world with a stain of illogit- 
imacy upon thom, butin an educa- 
tienal point of view, labor undera 
social disadvantage from the start, 
while those who being born into 
a lawful family early lose this 
advantage by the death of par- 
enta are overywhero, and by all men 
deemed peculiarly unſortunato.— 
It isas amomber of some lawful 
family that every child's educa- 
tion is begun, or onght to be begun. 
The foundation of its character is 
laid in the family. The direction of 
ita mind for good or evil is given 
there, Whenit comes to an age 
proper for being sent to school it is 
not subjected toa new process. It 
is only subjected toa continuation 
of the old- The teacher is not an 
educator as distinguished from the 

nt. He only differs from him in 
— other branches of knowl- 
edge. ith this exception he but 
takes that part in the work of oduca- 
tion which the parent commits to his 
lgpocial charge. The child has ro- 
ceived the most important part of 
his education before he goos to school 
at all, and what the parent has made 
him, the teachor finds him. 

But the educational influence of 
the homo does not cease when the 
child goes to school, It continues 
all the while ho is an inmate of that 
home, so when the teacher receives 
tho pupil he does not receive sole 
and individual influence and authori- 
ty over him. The nt still divides 
these with the teacher. Even during 
the school term the child ‘spends 
more of hia time at home that at 
school—that is, if hia home is what 
it ought to be. Thus the education 
of the home goes on simultaneously 
with that of the school and must 
necessarily affect it for good or for 
evil. The parent cannot separate 
himself from the tagober in this work. 


Ho has only. the of being a 
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help or a hindrance. This associa- 
tion then should give him a fellow 
feeling with the teacher, should orig“ 
inate something like a professional 
sympathy between them. And when 
we remember that the parent's inter- 
eat in this work never ceases till his 
child has reached maturity, while the 
teacher's ceases when for any Cause 
the pupil is removed from his au- 
thority—and also, that, while the 
parent's interest is concentrated upon 
a very few objects, viz : hisown child 
or children, the teacher's is divided 
among & large number—we see that it 
is much more for the interest of the 
parent thanit is for that of the 
teacher that this sympathy should 
exist between them, and should pro- 
duce and keep up a mutual inter- 
change of good offices in their com- 
mon work. 

So far the question has been one 
of duty. 1 trust it has been made 
sufficiently clear to you. The next is 
one of method, and will require that 
we should enter more into details. 

The question now is how to do 
it, and thie will make it two 
fold. 1st, before the child. goes 
to school at all—and 2nd, while 
it is going to school. The 
first is the work of preparation—the 
second is one of co-operation. 

Ist. Before the child is of age to 
go to school it is qe part to pre- 
pare him for it. he teacher is a 
workman. The finished scholar is 
his workmanship. The quality of 
that workmanship will depend large. 
ly upon the material on which the 
workman's skill is expended. If that 
material be poor, no skill, no indus- 
try of the workman, and no exoel- 
lence of tools or other appliances 
will result in good workmanship.— 
The original poverty or perversity of 
the material will show itself from be- 
ginning to end. Now the teacher 
has no choice here. He has to take 
just such material as parents send 
him, and make the best he can of it, 
and if some of you knew what rough 
cubs he sometimes has to lick into 
shape you would wonder how he ev- 
er undertook the task at all, rather 
than blame him for nut succeeding 
better. It is your part to provide this 
material, and provide thatit be of 

the beat posible ‘quality. You can 
do this. It is true that every child 
has a certain innate disposition, and 
for this the parent may or may not be 
responsible. But when we think 
how early that child come under pa- 
rental influence, how constantly it is 
subjected to that influence, and how 
susceptible it is of it, we are not 
going too far when we say that the 
arent can make the child just what 

e will. He can, if he begin in time, 
form in the child such die 
positions as will prevare it lor yield- 
ing readily to school discipline and 

receiving readily the lessons that the 
teacher may desire to impart. - 

And the first and most important 
of these mental habits is a disposi- 
tion to obey promptly arid cheerfully 
all commands coming from com- 

etent authority. Teach your child 
fo obey you instantly ond without 
questioning. Do not allow it to ask 
why or wherefore—Do not permit it 

to say “By ond by.” After the or 
der has been obeyed explanations 
port i be given—but not before. 
early in expecting this ebedience. Be 
constant and regular in enforcing it, 
and when the child is old enough to 
go to school it will have learned the 
lesson which lies at the very root of 
education, The teacher will have no 
trouble in having his orders obeyed 
—or if ho has, it will be because he 
does not know his business. 

If you neglect this, and train up 
your child to bo disobedient, self. 
willed, and rebellious to .you, what 
can you expect but that he will be 
all thie to his teacher And if he is, 
the first thing that teacher has todo 
is to break him in, to undo all that 
you have done, and tomake that child 
obedient and submissive, by gentle 
means if he can, but by forcible if he 
must.—Now if he has to use force 
for_hia purpose of course there will 
be trouble, andif you, instead of sup- 
porting the teacher, blame him and 
support the rebel there will bo now 
tronble. But even if there is none 
you have imposed the teacher a task 
that really lies upon you—and you 
have compelled him to expend a por. 
tion of time and energy in accom» 
plishing that task which otherwiso 
would havo been freo for other and 
more pleasant work. The behavior 
ofa child at school, particularly when 
it goes there first, is a fair test of the 
state of home discipline. The child 
that is respeotful and obedient to his 
parents will be the same to his teach- 
er the one that is rough, rude, stub- 
born and unmanageable at school 
may fairly be presumed to be all this 
at home. School difficulties nsually 
have their origin in the neglest of 
home duties. 

Again. Be careful not to prejudice 
the ohild against the school before he 
goes to it.
